The "Journal Tidtfoan newspaper, on getobt 23, 1958, 
contained an article concerning the "Juke Вох Empire." This article 
contains an interview with SAMUEL MEZANSKY, Special Counsél for the 
Music Operators of New York, which was described as an association 
that has served members of the industry for twenty years. MEZANSKY 
was quoted as stating that in the juke box field, "hoodlums find this 
field is ripe for them.
